earned for our land the proud title of 
“Isle of Beauty ”7 Why leave it to a 
foreign visitor to our country to express 
surprise, as did Monsieur Briere, the dis- 
tinguighed French diplomat on his recent 
departure to take up a post abroad, that 
so many thousands of Irish people should 
leave the land every year in search of 
beauty spots for their holidays? A much 
travelled man, M. Briere had, metaphori- 
cally speaking, taken off his hat to Ire- 
land. North and South, Fast and West, 
he had visited on every possible oppor- 
tunity, and he had been charmed with 
the beauties of our country. 


THE STORIED NORTH 


Let us take a hurried glance at the 
attractions that the Free State offers along 
its sea-board. In County Louth are the 
lovely Carlingford Mountains overlooking 
their Lough, with Omeath and Greenore 
nestling at their foot, both splendid 
centres as resting places. Near Drogheda 
is Clogherhead, old world seaside village, 
with historic Termonfeckin in easy reach- 
Near to Drogheda, too, is Baltray, famous 
for its golf course, and also in this county 
is Ardee, a town of special interest to 
students of Irish history as the scene of 
the famous battle between Cuchulainn 
and Ferdia, which is one of the main inci- 
dents in the Tain Bo Cuailgne—The 
Cattle Raid of Cooley—one of the best 
known Irish epics. 

From Drogheda there opens up to the 
holiday maker all that wondrous country 
in the valley of the Boyne so rich in 
archeological remains. The Tumulus of 
Newgrange, probably the oldest and most 
impressive Celtic monument in Europe, 
and believed to be the burial place of 
kings for about 2000 B.C., is here, and at 
Dowth close by is another burial mound 
scarcely less interesting. Near by, too, 
is the historic Hill of Tara, upon which 
was the royal residence of the High Kings 
of Ireland, before even Rome was founded. 

Southwards towards Dublin’ are such 
delightful coastal resorts as Bettystown 
and Laytown, veritable playgrounds for 
the holiday maker, especially the children.

One has 
to be on an incoming liner or steamer to 
appreciate how: the beauties of the place 
impress the visitor. 

On the Southern confines of Dun Laog- 
haire are Dalkey and Killiney with the 
sweet Vale of Shanganagh below.; and 
washing their shores,is Killiney Bay, de- 
scribed as Ireland’s Bay of Naples. At 
Bray, another happy playground, one 
enters into the Garden of Ireland as Co. 
Wicklow is popularly styjed, Here within 
a short half hours journey from the 
capital all the beauty of Ireland seems to 
be united in one small county. Mountains 
and valleys vie with each other in pre- 
senting their beauties, until one is be- 
wildered with all there is to be seen. 


THE GOLDEN STRANDS 


For those deaf to the call of the Wick- 
low Mountains there is the soft pastoral 
countryside of the County exford, 
possessed of stretches of golden sand that 


The Cliffs of Clare, 
village of Ardmore, which boasts one of 
the best preserved Round Towers in the 
land, and an old cathedral with two Ogham 
Stones preserved therein, are all worth a 
visit- 

Youghal, a few miles west of Ardmore, 
also has a lot to offer the visitor. It is 
virtually built on the sea front, but apart 
from the delights of its glorious stretch 
of sand, the stranger will find within its 
gates a living link with the past of Sir 
Walter Raleigh and Spenser of Faery 
Queen fame, 


“CORK’S OWN CITY” 


In Cork’s own city the visitor will find 
much to delight in, whilst the county 
holds a myriad charms for the tourist. 
The coast-line from Youghal! on the east to 
Bantry Bay is extremely beautiful with 
its succession of lovely inlets, bold head- 
lands, “and inviting villages. Glandore, 
cosiest of nooks, a few miles from Clona- 
kilty, is famed for its flora, and in the 
hinterland ef this, the largest county in 
Ireland, there are many beauty spots and 
places of world-wide repute, such as 
Shandon, with its steeple and bells, and 
Blarney, with its Castle of the Kissing 
Stone. 


KERRY THE MAGNIFICENT 


Cork is the gateway to the Kingdom of 
Kerry, the Lakés of Killarney, and the 
grand Atlantic tour round the Waterville 
peninsula. Thousands of tourists every 
year discover for themselves the glories ol 
this part of Kerry, and marvel at the 
scenes of natural grandeur, the wealth of 
historic and antiquarian interest, and the 
sporting opportunities that make this dis- 
trict one of the most interesting and enjoy- 
able playgrounds of Europe. To enjoy 
Kerry, its lakes, mountains, headlands 
and winding inlets and tumbling river one 
should make a leisurely stay. The Irish- 
speaking enthusiast will add to his educa- 
tion by a stay at Ballinskelligs or on the 
Blaskets, and the golfer will find at Ba!ly- 
bunion a glorious course. 

Limerick, a city of great historic 
interest, is now attracting many tourists 
anxious to see the headquarters of the 
electricity undertaking at Ardnacrusha 
and the new airport at Rynanna and 
Foynes, on the Shannon. 


CLARE OF THE CLIFFS 


“ The loveliest place I know,” says Kate 
O’Brien, the Irish novelist, “is the 
Atlantic coast of Clare.’’ And anyone who 
has been there will agree with her that 
there is loveliness and grandeur unsur- 
passed in the coast of rock and strand 
which runs-from Loop Head almost due 
north past Lahinch, and on to Black 
Head, that stern westerly sentinel perched 
on the outflung Ballyvaughan Hills. One 
of the joys of Kilkee, with its wonderful 
bathing beach on to which break long, 
lazy rollers straight in from the ocean, is 
the tang of sea and air and the freshness 
of the morning or afternoon Ptunge, And 
for the adventurous there are the wonders 
of the scenery—the Cathedral Window, 
an amazing rock formation, and the Dug- 
gerna Rocks, natural barrier to the fury 
of the Atlaritic. Past Kilkee golf links 
is the amphitheatre tier on tier of seat-like 
rocks, forming a natural open-air audi- 
torium.

From Our Betrast CORRESPONDENT. 


| BOSE who are contemplating holidays 
at the end of this month, and have 
not yet decided where to go, should visit 
Northern Ireland and sample its varied 
attractions. If they can advance their 
holidays a few days, and be in Belfast on 
the 28th mst., they will be in time for the 
Royal Visit. Belfast will be a gaily- 
decorated city, and will accord an enthu- 
siastic welcome to the young King and 
Queen on their first visit to Northern Ire- 
land since the Coronation. | 

Thousands of visitors from all parts of 
Northern Ireland, Great Britain and the 
Free State will be in Belfast for the Royal 
visit ; yet there should be no difficulty in 
seeing the Royal procession, as the King 
and Queen pass along the main streets 
from Donegal] quay to the City Hall, or 
later, when they leave for Government 
House, Hillsborough, on their return to 
the Youths’ Rally at the Balmoral Show 
Ground, or on their way to the garden 
party at Stormont Castle.

for a real bracing and health-giving 
holiday. It is justly described as the
